One of the best attended and 
moat enthusiastic meetings held in 
the intereste of a Conservative can- 
didate was that at which Mr. Fred 
Davis, accompanied by a galaxy of 
Oalgary orators,addressed the elect- 
ors of Gleichen on his own behalf 
last Thursday evening. 

Owing to the lateness‘of the train 
from the west the Calgary speakers 
were not on hand when the meeting 
opened and Mr, Geo. McHlroy, who 
ran in the Conservative interests at 
the previous election, was called 
upon to addreas the meeting. He 
spoke principally of the A & G.W. 
dea! and some former election 
promises, which he said had not 
been fulfilled. He also, in explain- 
ing the reason for his defeat, alleged 
that some crooked work had been 
done at the western polls of the 
riding. 

His Worship, Mayor Costello of 
Calgary, followed and in a speech 
limited to fifteen minutes dealt with 
the legislation of the Sifton govern- 
ment, criticizing in particular the 
“Cow Bill’’. Other recent enact- 
ments were also criticized as being 
merely pre-e ection vote-catchers, 
while the cluims of the Sifton gov- 
ernment that they were responsible 
oe 25g of the Lipnor’ Act 
were rediculed. The speaker said 
if credit were due it was to the 
women, of the Province, 

Mayor Costello was followed by 
Dr. Spankie, who criticized in even 
more detail than did the mayor 
some of the recent legislation, He 
also dealt with the refusal of the 
Sifton government to permit inves- 
tigation into charges made by the 
opposition The question of the 
soldiers vote was also gone into, 

Fred Davis, the Conservative can- 
didate, was the next speaker and 
created a favorable impression by 
® the manner in which he stated his 
position as an independent Con- 
servative. He dealt with the cor- 
respondence between hiimself and 
thelocal U.F.A. Refraining from 
any bitterness towards them he 
showed by the letters that he bad 
aci@] in a straightforward manner. 

He dealt with the expenditures of 
the Goverirment and claimed that 
little or nothing had been spent 
upon the rvads and telephones. 

He told from personal experience 
that the government had discrimin- 
ate against certain districts and in- 
dividuals in the matter of tele- 
phones. Speaking of Mr.McArthur 
he admitted that he wasa nice man 
and he regretted there was nothing 
to criticize because, Mr. McArthur 
had done nothing. The lack of 
telephones around Standard came 
in for criticiem as did also the roads 
in the west end of the riding. ‘There 
was lots of room for improvements. 

Mr. Davis said he was prepared 
to oppuse either party if the legis- 
lation was not in the best interest 
of the electors, and support whieh 
ever wa® prepared to introduce leg- 
islation beneficial to the people 
generally and the agricultural com- 
mounities in particular. He was no 
hide-bow.d party man and reserved 
to himself the right to vote as he 
considered best.irrespective of party 
ties. He left it entirely to the elect- 
ors as to whicther he was a fit and 
Sgoper person to represent the rid-

. ppeaker of the evening and fully 
maintained his reputation as a 
critic of the government. His 
\spesch was somewbat lengthy and

McArthur’s Meeting 
Was Well Attended 


In order to connect with the 


A i |} ucenstown mail last week we were 


obliged to leave out a portion of the 
report of Mr. McArthur’s meeting 
which we now give for the benefit 
of our southern“readers. 

The goverument of this Province 
has also brought down at this ses- 
sion “an Act known as the Farm 
Loans Act, which will be of ines- 
timable value to the farmers of the 
province. Itis proposed by the 
Previncial Treasurer that the gov- 
ernment shall issue bonds for the 
purpose of securing meney at lowest 
possible rate and then leaning it to 
the farmers at the actual cost of in- 
terest and expense in eomnection 
therewith. Under this new system 
it is assumed that money can be 
loaned to the farmers at a eost of 
ret more than 6%, but an addition- 
al amount of about $12.50 per year 
will furnish a retiring fund, and a 
person borrowing $1,000 under this 


amount equal to 74%, at theend of 
thirty years not only will his inter- 
est all be paid, but the entire loan 
liquidated. As the present average 
rate of interest is 84% it will be seen 
that this act will do. mere tewards 
reducing the rate paid by the farna- 
ers of the Province than any Act 
brought in. by other Provinces. This 
Act alone thould commend the gov- 
ernment to the farmers. 

“We have aleo af-this-Bersion pass- 
ed a bill commonly and popularly 
known as the Cew Bill—a bill that 
will do more for the agricultural de- 
velopment and stock industry and 
will cause this Province te become 
one of the greatest stock-raising 
Provinces in the Dominion. This 
bill was uot enscted for the purpese 
of assisting those who covld help 
themselves but for the purpose of 
assisting hemesteaders in the newer 
parts of the Province. 

It provides that five farmers who 
have no other security than unpat- 
ented homesteads may group to- 
gether and secure from the banks a 
sum of money at 6%, not to exceed 
$500 for each person, with which 
they shall purchase cows, and there- 
by enable them to continue perma- 
nently in residence on their home- 
steads instead of having to spend 
six months of each year in older 
settled parts of Provincs 1n order 
that they may earn sufficient money 
to provide aliving for themselves 
and their families during the period 
of homesteading when revenues 
therefrem are verysmall. I believe 
this is the first time in the history 
of the-four western provinces when 
farmers without security have been 
able to obtain money at such a rate 
and thie condition was only obtain- 
ed through the action ef the Lib. 
‘eralgovernment of this Province 
coming to the assistance of the 
homesteaders and guaranteeing their 
accounts, 

There was also the Women’s 
Franchise Act passed at the session 
of 1916 whereby the women of Al- 
berta are placed on an equal status 
with the men of the Province, and 
on June 7th the women of Alberta 
will have an opportunity of express- 
ing theirappreciation of a govern- 
ment, the first in the Dominion to 
have the right to express their 
wishes at a Provincial election. 

Another matter of great impor- 
tance to the women of the Province 
is the Dower Act passed at the last 
session, which places the women in 
a better position in regard te prop- 
erty rights than the women of any 
other part of the Dominion. 

We have also enacted a rural 
Hespitals Bill, which will be of 
great value to distrigts far removed 
from centrcs where medical treat- 
ment can now be obtained, 
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These bills and many others have 
had my hearty endorsation, and it 
has been my ambition at all times 
to study with care the bills that were 
being introduced in the legislature 
with the object of giving to this pro- 
vince the most advanced legislation 
of any in this fair Dominion, and 
if I have the honor to represent the 
peeple of Gleichen for a further 
term, I shall use every effort to do 
for them the very best in respect to 
legislation, and the securing for the 
Gleichen constituency one of the 
Schools ef Agriculture to be erected 
by the government, wherein the 
boys and girls who will be the farm- 
ers and farmers’ wives in years to 
come, will receive the very best 
kind of an education to fit them for 
their future life business. 

If the above record of the Liberal 
government, which has passed such 
legislation as 1 have anmounced and 
which will continue to pass other 
good legislation in the interests of 
the people of the constituency, ap- 
peals te the people of the Province, 
then I believe it would be the duty 
of the people to return to power the 
government which has legislated in 
the best interests of the whole peo- 
ple of the Province, 

In cencluding Mr.McArthur gave 
a brief resume of his stewardship 
in which he said he had gone out- 
side parliamentary duties to accom- 
plish some of the things for his 
constituency. For instance he had 
secured from the O.P.R. $10,500.00 
for schools in this district, which 


was divided as follows:

Bome had said that MoArthur had 
done nothing, complained of poor 
roads and wanted to know where 
all the money they paid in taxes 
went to. He said the taxes paid 
from this distriet amounted to all 
of $2 a quarter section—‘‘'Very 
heavy?’’ he asked. In some muni- 
cipalities the farmers taxed them- 
selve $13 & quarter. ‘You fellows 
are lucky. From auto licenses I 
got sufficient to make up 86 per 
quarter section to spend on your 
roads.| 

After touching on various other 
matters Mr. MeArthur said he was 
net asbamed of his work or the gov- 
ernment’s and he would leave it to 
the fair-minded electors to show 
their approval on June 7th. 

At the opening of the meeting 
there was a fair audience, the base- 
ball match detaining many, but by 
the time Mr, McArthur got nicely 
started every seat was taken and 
quite a_number were obliged to 
atart. 

By request of some of the Glei- 
chen ladies Mrs. Arthur Lewis of 
Caglary gave a very interesting ad- 
dress, speaking most favorable of 
legislation granted women in this 
Province. Mrs. Lewis’ husband 
gave his life for his country, being 
killed in action a few months ago, 
leaving her with two smal! children. 

Premier Sifton gave a rousing 
address full of interest from start 
te finish, in which he outlined his 
government’s policy and severely 
scored his opponents.

province, Itis proposed by the 
Provincial Treasurer that the gov- 
ernment shall issue bonds for the 
purpose of securing money at lowest 
possible rate and then leaning it to 
the farmers at the actual cost of in- 
terest and expense in oonnection 
therewith. Under this new system 
it is assumed that money can be 
loaned to the farmers at a cost of 
not more than 6%, but an addition- 
al ansount of about $12.50 per year 
will furnish a retiring fund, and a 
person borrowing $1,000 under thix 
system and paying $76 a year, or an 
amount equal to 74%, at theend of 
thirty years not only will his inter- 
est all be paid, but the entire loan 
liquidated, As the present average 
rate of interest is 83% it will be seen 
that this act will do more tewarde 
reducing the rate paid by the farm 
ers of the Province than anv Act 
brought in by other Provinces. This 
Actalone should commend the gov 
ernment to the farmers. 

We have also at this Session pas- 
ed a bill commonly and popular], 
known as the Cow Bill—a bi:l that 
will do more for the agricultural de- 
velopment and stock industry aud 
will cause this Province to become 
one of the greatest stock-raising 
Provinces in the Dominion. — This 
bill was not enacted for the purpose 
of assisting those who covld help 
themeelves but for the purpose of 
assisting hemesteaders in the newer 
parts of the Province, | 


It provides that five farmers who | 


have no other security than unpat 

ented homesteads may group to- 
gether and secure from the banks a 
sum of money at 6%, not to exceed 
$500 for each person, with which 
they shall purchase cows, and there- 
by enable them to continue perma- 
nently in residence on their home- 
steads instead of having to spend 
six mouths of each year in older 
settléd parts of Provinces in order 
that they may earn vufficient money 
to provide aliving for themselves 
and their families during the period 
of homesteading when revenues 
therefrom are very small, I believe 
this isthe first time in the history 
of the Sour western provinces when 
formers without security have been 
able to obtain money at such a rate 
and thie condition was only obtain- 
ed through the action of the Lib 

eralgovernment of this Province 
coming to the assistance of the 
homesteadere and guaranteeing their 
accounts. 

There was alao 
Franchise Act passed at the seRsioN 
of 1916 whereby the women of Al- 
berta are placed on an equal status 
with the men of the Province, and 
on June 7th the women of Alberta 
will bave an opportunity of express- 
ing their appreciation of a govern- 
ment, the first in the Dominion to 
have the right to express their 
wishes ata Provincial election. 

‘Another matter of great impor- 
tance to the women of the Province 
is the Dower Act passed at the last 
session, which places the women in 
a better position in regard to prop 
erty rights than the women of any 
other part of the Dominion. 

We have also enacted a rural 
Hospitals Bill, which will be of 
great value to districts far removed 
from centres where medical treat 
ment can now be obtained.

Theee bills and many others have 
had my hearty endorsation, and it 
has been my ambition at all times 
to study with care the bills that were 
being introduced in the legislature 
with the object of giving to this pro- 
vince the most advanced legislation 


of any in this fair Dominion, and 
if ] have the honor to represent the 
people of Gleichen for a furtier 
term, I shall use every effort to do 
for them the very best in respect to 
legislation, and the securing for the 
one of the 
Schools of Agriculture to be erected 
by the government, wherein the 
boys and girls who will be the farm- 
ers and farmers’ wives in years to 
come, will receive the very best 
kind of an education to fit them for 
their future life business.
